«lay.  April  ;«llh,  15«K  In  the  aftt'iinM)n 
of  that  ilay  the  annual  nu'etinj-;  of  tlu- 
unit«'<l  Bt)ai»l  of  Inciuporation  and 
(U'lu-ral  Connril  was  hold,  when  the  re- 
ports ft)r  the  year  were  presented  and 
the  entire  work  of  the  Sehool  reeeived 
careful  review  and  eonsideration.  There 
was  a  good  attendance  of  members  pre- 
sent and  nnuh  interest  was  manifested 
in  the  contiinied  prosjierity  of  the  insti- 
tution. At  the  close  of  this  meeting,  on 
the  kind  invitation  of  President  Harris, 
tlie  members  present  with  tw^o  or  three 
of  the  instructtirs  had  dinner  together 
in  the  library. 

At  the  evening  meeting  held  in  the 
assembly  hall,  notwithstanding  the  rain, 
there  was  a  large  attendance  of  friends 
of  llie  Scht)ol  interested  in  the  gradua- 
ting exercises.

Report  of  the  Principal. 

The  fourteenth  session  of  the  Toronto 
Bible  Training  School  has  come  to  a 
close,  and,  by  the  good  hand  of  God 
ni)on  us,  we  Jire  able  to  i-eport  anothei- 
year  of  progi-ess  and  blessing.  As  the 
work  of  the  School  has  to  do  with  two 
different  classes  of  students,  we  shall 
deal  in  this  report  with  each  class 
separately. 

THE    DAY   CLASSICS. 

I.  Attendance  of  students. 

The  names  of  0(5  students  were  enrolled 
during  the  session,  of  whom  SI  wei-e  men 
and  iio  were  women.  These  nund)ers 
are  exactly  the  same  as  last  year,  and 
the  total  is  the  same  as  the  year  before 
also.  The  roll,  therefore,  w^ould  seem  to 
show  no  advance  for  the  past  two  years. 
But  in  one  resjject  there  has  been 
marked  improvement.  A  larger  propor- 
tion of  I'liroUed  students  are  talking 
the  full  Biblical  ct)m'se  of  study.  The 
average  mmd)er  of  students  altt^nding 
regularly  throughout  the  session  was 
the  largest  this  year  in  the  history  of 
the  School,  and  this  in  spite  of  the  fact 
that  there  was  more  sickness  than  usual 
tt>  interfere  with  the  attendanet^  Sev- 
eral of  our  students  were  laid  aside  for 
longer  or  shoi-ter  periods,  but  we  are 
thankful  to  say  that  all  of  these  have 
been  restored  to  better  healtli. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  fact  that 
six  distiiK't  nationalities  and  I'ight  dif- 
ferent denoniinations  were  represented 
among  the  students  in  regular  attend- 
ance at  the  Day  (^'lasses.  While  denom- 
inational distinctions  are  not  recognized,

I.  Tiie  Missionary  Society. 

The  Mi.ssionary  Society  rejjorts  the 
best  year  of  niissionaiy  elfoit  in  its 
history.  Some  idea  of  the  work  accom- 
l)lislied  may  he  gathered  fi-om  the  fol- 
lowing facts  contained  in  theSociiMy's 
report  : 

Twenty-three  afternoon  meetings  were 
held  for  the  study  of  missions,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  2j^. 

Nine  similar  meetings  w'ere  lii'ld  for 
the  p]vening  ('lasses,  with  an  aveiage 
attendance  of  IS. 

Twenty-six  morning  prayer  meetings 
for  missions,  witli  an  average  attend- 
ance of  17. 

Thii'teen  meetings  for  tiic  Vohmteei' 
Hand,  with  an  average  at  tendance  of  10. 

In  all  71  meetings  of  a  missionai-y 
character  were  held  among  the  students 
with  a  total  attendance  of  1210,  at  which 
7li  addresses  were  given  i)y  students  and 
0  hy  returned  missionaries  and  other 
visitors. 

( )nc  hundied  and  twenty-live  hooks 
from  the  missionaiy  section  of  the 
lihrary  were  used  during  the  session.  In 
this  connection  the  students  ex])ress 
their  appreciat  ion  of  t  \\ o  sets  on  Cliina 
and  Africa  given  l>>-  I  >i-.  Ilariis  last 
October.

Huipe.  In  addition  to  this,  the  usual 
annual  i)ublic  meeting  for  young  people 
was  held,  when  llic  Itev.  K.  P.  Mackay. 
D.T).,  gave  an  address  (m  his  recent  visit 
to  the  mission  lands  of  the  East,  and 
made  a  powei-fid  plea  foi-  the  con.secra- 
tion  of  yovmg  lives  to  foi-eign  work. 

There  are  22  volimteers  for  foreign 
missions  among  the  students  at  present. 
(Mght  of  whom  w(M'e  added  during  tin 
si'ssion.  and  two  of  whom  are  already 
imder  ap])ointment  to  definite  fields  of 
labor. 

II.  The  Evangelistic  Socio^ty. 

The  evangelistic  work  of  the  School 
has  been  greatly  blessed.  The  students 
conducted  47  (ios])e]  services  in  10  dilTer- 
ent  places  throughout  the  city,  and  in 
addition,  several  open  air  meetings. 
They  held  12  aftei-noon  conferences  foi' 
the  study  of  methods  of  personal  and 
evangelistic  work.  They  held  23  noon 
l)rayer  meetings  for  .special  blessing  on 
their  elfoits  to  win  men  and  women  foi' 
the  Lord  .le.sns  C^hrist.  1'hey  know  of 
at  least  53  peisons  wh(Hn  they  helped  to 
lead  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Savioiir.  But 
no  figiu-es  could  adetpiately  express  the 
amonnt  of  good  that  has  been  done  in 
many  diffei-ent  ways  by  these  persevei- 
ing  elfoi'ts  they  have  cai-ried  on  from 
week  to  week  throughout  the  session. 

This  I'eview  of  the  work  of  the  yeai- 
will  show  that  there  is  nnich  cause  for 
thanksgiving.  Day  by  day  throughout 
the  session,  before  the  cla.sses  assembled, 
a  little  company  of  students  met  to  wait 
on  God  and  invoke  His  blessing  on  the 
School.  This  sj>irit  of  jn-ayer  has  char- 
acterized all  its  work  and  is  tlu^  secret 
of  its  success.  A  sober,  healthy  spiritual 
atmos])here  ])(>rvades  the  lives  of  the 
students.  A  sweet  spii-it  of  unity  and 
harmony  prevails  in  all  their  fellow.shij). 
The  manifest  grace  of  God  continues  to 
rest  ujion  the  life  and  work  of  the  Bible 
Training  School.

mt'i'cv  to  attonil  to  all  my  wtnk  as  Secre- 
tary ami  IxH'turer  during;  th«>  s««ssion 
witlmut  the  loss  of  a  siii>;le  day.  My

iu  leading  several  of  them  to  the  .S.iviour. 
>b'>sis.  David  Dass  and  Solomon,  tin 
'rclugu  and  Tamil  yoimg  men  who  wen
